STATE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT- 


Summary of the Law Governing the XUea- 


tlun of Road Supervisors. 


A law passed by the legislature of 1905 
and approved by the governor April 
IS, 1905, provides for a new system of 
electing road supervisors. From this 
law and an opinion concerning the 
same handed down by the deputy at- 
torney general, the following provi- 
sions are gathered: 


Beginning with the February elec- 


tion, 1900, every township 
of the 


second class in the state must elect 
three auperviaora. There are no town- 
ships exceptad from thia requirement, 
nor is the adoption of the law optional 
with a township. In any township 
which now has three supervisors, or 
other rffieers having charge of roads, 
elected under existing laws, no new 
election under section 1 of said act 
shall be required, except as the terms 
of said road officers expire.

The beard has authority to levy a 


tax rsii not greater than ten mills; 
the levying of aa addit'oaal ten mills 
being authorized by an order from the 
court of quarter sessions la addition 
to the regu'ar levy, the board must 
assess one dollar upon every taxable 
person. 


Upon a petition from at least 25 tax- 


payers, the court of quarter seasions 
shall authorize a special election to be 
bald at the tima of the February elec- 
tion, when the question of abolishing 
the work tax shall be decided by a ma- 
jority vote of the electors. 
A town- 


s'aip which thua abolishes the work 
tax is entitled to receive from the 
state a sum in cash equal to fifteen 
per centum of the actual amount of 
caah tax collected by the township. 
This election may be held at the time 
of tha February municipal election of 
1900, or at any succeeiing February 
election. 


Eieh board is required to divide its 


township into districts of not less than 
five miles each, but there ia nothing to 
prohibit the dividing of the township 
into districts having more than five 
miles each, or one district of the whole 
township. A roadmaster must be em- 
ployed for each district. Roalmastera 
are required to work upon the roada 
themselves, to oversee men employed 
aad to carry into effect the instruc- 
tions of the board of supervisors. No 
member of the board of supervisors can 
be employed as roadmaater under sec- 
tion 3, but a member of the board of 
supervisors can work out hia road tax. 


The beard may, if it deems advisable, 


make a contract with any citizen of 
the township for keeping in repair of 
not more than three miles of read. 


On all real taxes paid before June 1 


an abatement of five per centum is 
mada. The fall amount ia required to 
be paid on all taxes piid between 
June 1 and No sember 1. After Novenv 
ber 1 five per centum in penalty is 
aided, aid the tax list turned over to

The We history of San Jose scale 


should be understood by aU persons 
who h»ve trees to treat lor it. During 
the winter time la commencing in the 
early part ol Dscember in this latitude 
the inserts are dormant or quiet, being 
fixed upon the twies, branches or 
trunk! ol trees or shrubs on which they 
occur, generally about 
two-thirds 


grown, and covered with a compara- 
tlTely thick, dark-colored, circular 
scale which bears its characteristic tip 
or point in the centre. When the 
warm weather ol spring comes the 
quickened insect commences to iujact 
it* poisonous saliva into the trees and 
to suck out the modified sap. As the 
females grow, the scale enlarges, and 
about the tenth or the middlj ol June 
she commences to give birth to living 
young, a lew eacb day, ani continues 
the performance during the entire sum- 
msr and even until after the filth day 
ol December in this state, as the writer 
has personally observed. These young 
crawl around for about two days upon 
the twigs, leaves and green Iruit, seek- 
ing a suitable place, Taring Irom a frac- 
tion ol an inch to six leet or more Irom 
the parent. They are first white rounc 
points,' looking white because covered 
with a Iresh secretion of wax which is 
gradually becoming the scale. As the 
insect leedi and grows this scaly cover 
ing increases in size, but generally 
retains its perfectly circular form with 
the characteristic tip or point in the 
centre, like a cone in the crater 
ol a volcano.
